Hon. T. O Holt. Macon

Sir : In reply to your letter ot the 14th last.,
I am instructed by the Governor to say that he
does not consider he has the right to declare
martial iaw to a limited extent over any city or
territory of the State for a special purpose. That
either the civil or military authorities must gov-

ern. Nor does his excellency think that the
mere suppression of the liquor traffic would jus-
tify a declaration of martial law. The evils
growing out of it is great beyond all doubt : but
it is believed mere police regulations, if rigidly
enforced, would abate much of the evil. To de-

clare and maintain martial law, necessarily in-

volves the employment of a greater or less mili-

tary force; and since the passage of the Con-

script Act, his excellency is left almost impotent
as to men cr arms. Trusting that an adequate
remedy for tha evils complained of may be
found,, Iam,sir,very respectfully, etc.,

The unvarying success ol the Fedeial gun-
boats, in reducing or itassiug all our river de-
fenses which they have yet assailed, are nat-
urally alarming to all cities on the banks of our
navigable streams ; and the defensive works
heretofore opposed to them having proved un-
availing, we think it time that new plans should
b tested Their steel-pointe- d bails penctiuted
and brcacned the thick ai!j of Fort Pulaski,
and their shells drive our men from the protec-
tion of open sand defense Works of oilier of
these classes cannot he reiied on against iron-
clad boats, with heavy guns and mortars, that
can approach within point-blan- range and pour
in their shot and shell from cover as nearly un-
penetrable a? the works they are assailing. In
broad and deep rivers, like tbe Tennessee and
ilisis9ippi, in which some of their boats can
pas 3 our works while the others are hotly en-
gaging them, it may be difficult to find a remedy
or checkmate for this advantage.

But we believe that tbe results of tire war have
already indicated the kind of battery that can be
successfully used for the defense ot rivers with
narrow channels. It was first tested at Charles-
ton, as an offensive engine of war, in the floating
battery and Stevens' iron battery; and it has
since been tried in the Manassas at New Orleans
and the Merrimae at Nerfolk Ia all these trials
Its 3ucces3 has been signal and brilliant. Why
cannot stationary batteries, made cf sloping rail-
road iron and presenting a roof from, which the
enemy's balls must glance without penetrating,
be made as effective, when built at tho water's
edge, near a narrow channel, for the defense of a
river, as the floating iron battery was at Charles-
ton? They can, on our narrow stream, be
located very near the chanuel at an advantage-
ous point, and would be proof against both
bombs and balls. To oppose mailed gunboats
with an assurance of success, tlie battery would
have to be statioued very near a passage which
they would have te make, but it would be so se-
